SUGAR BEET PULP. 


•Wlmt It Is ntid a PonelMo Improve- 


ment of Its Value. 


The establishment of beet sugar rac- 


tones has furm&hed farmers a new 
stoeit food in tho shape of beet pulp. 
Ihis pulp is clean in appearance, al- 
most odorless, very wet. and heavy, b«rt 
readily eaten by all kinds of live stock. 
Ab ihc puip leai c* the factory it. passes 
through a press which removes tome 
ol the Watui, but loa\es fiom eighty- 
miie tj mnptj-thiee puunda c? water to 
v.\tcb hundred pounds or pulp. In Ger- 
many presses time been introduced 
wlueh reduce the prr cent of vnter to 
SO. Where each uundreU pounds o£ 
palp are made ap of ninety pounds of 
wator and leu pounds or dry suatter it 
is evident that a ton of it will nave 
but 200 pounds of dry mutter. 


If by the ase "f improved presses a 


j>ulp can L.U produced by the factories 
a hundred pounds of which shall coji- 
taia but eighty pounds of water, -with 
twenty pounds of dry matter, it is evi- 
dent that a. tou of it will contain 400 


i>iiids of Or.3 matter. In other words, 


regarding- tbe water as of no value, a 
tou of the pressed puip is worth, a si far 
cs content of dry matter is concerned, 
twice as much as a toa uf the pvj'j' -'3 
found is tho piles of the taateaal at 
the factories in Michigan. 


Experiments In this country and 


abroad have shown conclusively that, 
while the addition of a succulent food 
to a ration otherwise made up of dry 
feeds produces results indicating a val- 
ue to Ihe succulent food out of all pro- 
portion to its content of dry matter, 
forcing an animal to consume an un- 
due amount of water results in a posi- 
tive loss. It is therefore to be hoped 
that ere Isss the factories upon find- 
ing a demand for ihe puip ss s stcek 
food will so prepare it as to leave in it 
no greater per cent of water than SO. 


At nearly all the Michigan factories 


the great bulk of the puip Is left to de- 
cay -where it is dumped by the convey- 
or. Such a state of things imperils the 
fcealth of nearby residents and makes 
the factory a nuisance which the own- 
ers must take means to abate. Tbe 
farmers In the vicinity of the factory 
are interested ifl the question whether 
the pulp 5s a valuable stock feed, 
whether it will pay them to haul it to 
their barns and. finally, how it should 
i>e fed to derive from it the greatest 
possible goc-d.—C. D. Smith.
